A LENOTHY LEGISLATURE,
Correspondence of the lige,

Dgs Moises, March 24, —The session
of the logislature has now lasted sevonty
days, which ia longer than the life of
the last previous general assembly, and
yot no logislation has been effocted which
may be classed as important, if we exeept
the prohibitory statute. Usually as the
time draws near when it becomoes appar-
ont that an adjournmont is imperative,
some effort is made toward clearing the
calendar, enacting auch proposed meas-
ures as are caleulatod to serve the intor-
oata of the peoplo and consigning to de-
foat those of doubtful expediency. This
legislature scems to be an exception,
There is no more disposition to hurry
now than there was at the beginning of
the session. The reason for this is ap-
parent. The important measures intro-
duced early in the session, and especially
these affecting

GREAT CORPORATE INTERESTS,
like the railways, have gonerally slum-
bered in committecs until the place given
them on the oalendar makes it pretty
certain they will not be reached. If pro-
gress can be retarded, there is no doubt
of adjournment before they can be
reached. Among these measures is the
bill introduced by Senator Sweney to
compel foreign corporations to incorpo-
rate under the laws of lowa, and thus
compel them to carry on their litigation
in the state courts. Thers has been
more opposition to this bill by the rail-
ways than any other single measure in-
troduced. The judiciary committee of
the senate,with whom it ia still pending,
have been entertained by elaborate ar-
guments from Judge Hubbard, Colonel
Trimboll, Galusha Parsons and others,
all speaking against the measure. Iis

UHAIRMAN OF THE RAILWAY (OMMITTEE

has interposed an objection, generally
moving to substitute some messure in-
tended to create an oflice. In this way
it has been kept back in the calendar,
but the probability is it will be reached
this week and the senate will have a
chance to go on record, an alternative
srhich both houses seem to endeavor to
avoid. The principle embodied in the
bill was demanded by the platform of
every political party during the last cam-
paigu. It is possible that a majority of
the members of the legislature favor the
redemption of the promise of the party
slatforms, but the railway committeos
ave been sao skillfully constituted in the
interest of the corporations that this
will be prevented. An act requiring
railways to fence their tracks was intro-
duced in the house early iuthe session
by Mr. Head. At that time he notified
the chairman of the railway committee
to hold tha bill until he appeared and
urged its pasange. The bill has not yet
been reported,  Now, why did Mr. Head
introduce his bill if he did not intend it
should come before the house?

THE WOMAN KUFFRAGE NONSENSE,
The proposition to amend the constitu-
tion so as to confer upon women the
right of suffrage, having passed the nen-
ate, will come up in the house on Tues-
day. A prophet cannot foretell the ro-
sult, It is conceded that the vote will
be yery close, and many think it will be
deteated. If it carries, the plsn is to
submit to a vote of the people at a special
election some time in 1885 in order that
the importance of the question might not
be dwarfed by the overshadowing pres-
ence of the presidential contest lowa is
in & mood just now to vote any cranky
notion inta the constitution, and if
woman suffrage is approved by the legis-
lature it is well that it doea not come to
& vote for at least s yoar,

PROHIBITION PENALTIES,

An effort will be made to enact stronger

nalties for violations of the prohibitory
iquor law, and & bill for that purpose is
st for consideration on the 28th, These
two measures and the appropriation bills
will consume nearly all of the remainder
of the session, which will probahbly ond
on April 2d, From present indications
it will be voted a profitless and expensive
sossion.

CONFISCATING A QOLLEGE,
Italy About to Beize and Sell the
Amerlcan Sominary at Rome,
Built by Amervican Money,

New Youx, March 24— Positive and
direct information has been received by
the authoritiea of the Catholie church in
thia city that the American college at
Itome is to be sold by the 1talian govern-
ment. This news is received by the
clergy of this city with indignation,
There is no doube that the property was
given to the United States by the Holy
Father for the establishment of the
American college, but there was no deed
passed, as that was not considered ne-
cessary at that time. The college woa
opened Decembor 8th, 1851, and during
that time this archdiocese alone sent the
Holy Father the sum of 53,000 for the
enlargement and improvement of the
institution,.  The same year the other
dioceses of this country sent $400,000 to
Rome for the same purposs, The
amount since contributed would amount
to a very large sumof money, Mr, As-
tor, tho United States minister to ltaly,
is expected to take action in the name of
this government againat the conliscation
of the property clalmed by the hierarchy
of the Catholie church of this country.
